Dr. Dunlap says that in regard to the 
so-called orthoptics, or eye-exercises, some 
well-qualified men swear by them, \while 
others of equal ability, swear at them, whica 
means that it is hard to prove that they are 
worth while. 

Dr. Dunlap says that squints are rarely 
outgrown, and hence there is no sense in 
the parents’ pufting off taking the child to 
an ophthalmologist. If one wants to save 
the vision in the poor eye, treatment must be 
started before the child is five years of age. 
if surgery—is-needed-to-straighten the eye, 
a good time to operate is betweeri the ages 
of one and four. Jt is a terrible thing for 
parents to let a child go into histteens: with 
a squint uncorrected.
